LOCAL PLANT'

‘““Home of the Hendrie Tire”,
prominently displayed over the en-
trance to a large white manufac-
turing plant in Torrance is a land-
mark for visitors entering and
leaving the city, and indicates that
ideal working canditions here in-
duced this eastern concern to locate
in Torrance in preference to scores
of other American manufacturing
cities.

The selection of the site was
made less than twelve months ago,
and on May 1, 1922, the tire fac-
tory was in full swing, and now
employs about fifty skilled mechan-
ics and turns out about one hun-
dred and fifty of the popular tires
daily.

thirty tire and tube manufacturing

Baker, the plant’s representative,
said in -part:

‘“We feel at this Christmas time
like congratulating ourselves on the
remarkable and healthy growth of
our business since last May, when
we opened the factory. The demand
for our goods has even surpassed
our fondest expectations, and the
future growth of the concern and
the demand for our goods, that
even now taxes our capacity, is as-
sured.
